Status of cholera. 

Minister Rockhill at St. Petersburg reports October 24 to the 
Department of State : 

In the Official Messenger dated October 21 the total number of 
cases of cholera in all Russia to October 15 is given as 208,707, with 
98,050 deaths. 

ODESSA— Cholera and plague. 

Consul Grout reports October 31 : 

On October 28 there remained 1 case of cholera in hospital. From 
the beginning of the epidemic to date there have been reported 604 
cases, with 340 deaths. 

During the week ended October 28, 1 new case of plague was 
reported. At the close of the week there were 13 cases of plague in 
hospital. From the outbreak to date there have been reported 132 
cases, with 39 deaths.
